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To  The  Chairman  and  Members, 

Homcastle  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  ny  annual  report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  1961. 

Prom  the  initial  figure  of  popultion  given  by  the  i960  Census,  it 
appears  that  the  total  population  has  not  suffered  unduly  but  it  seems 
improbable  that  the  decline  in  wold  population  has  been  halted.  Whilst  the 
actual  populations  of  each  parish  are  not  yet  available,  it  is  obvious  that 
there  has  been  growth  and  development  only  in  the  Coningsby  and  Wragby 
districts,  and  the  slight  reduction  in  population  (about  450  persons  in 
a decade)  may  well  be  drawn  largely  from  the  remoter  hamlets,  some  of 
which  are  largely  derelict.  The  pattern  of  migration  to  towns  does  not  seem 
likely  to  change  to  any  extent,  but  rather  to  be  hastened  by  the 
disappearances  of  public  transport,  and  no  extension  of  electric  or  water 
supply  will  make  up  for  the  social  isolation  which  is  felt  by  so  many.  The 
mobile  shop  or  delivery  service  gives  less  freedom  of  choice  and  may  well 
add  more  to  the  cost  of  a commodity  than  the  old  weekly  trip  to  market  with 
all  that  this  implies.  The  figure  of  78  new  dwellings  erected  during  a 
year  in  which  some  300  houses  stood  empty  emphasise  this  changing  demand.' 

It  must  be  admitted  that  many  of  these  300  houses  would  need  extensive 
repairs  and  improvements  before  they  could  be  lived  in,  and  many  are  so 
inaccessibly  placed  that  it  is  most  improbable  they  will  ever  again  be 
used.  Some  of  the  more  unsightly  are  being  demolished  but  many  are 
retained  in  case  of  future  use. 

The  number  of  births  registered  locally  falls  year  by  year  and 
probably  reflects  an  increasing  tendency  to  hospital  confinement.  Only- 
one  third  of  the  215  births  this  year  were  registered  in  the  district. 

This  tallies  with  the  proportion  of  home  confinements  for  the  whole 
County.  Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  an  expensive  item  in  travelling  and 
concentration  of  confinements  in  a few  centres  may  offer  economy  in  man 
power  at  the  price  of  more  beds  in  hospital  and  greater  domestic  upset. 

The  normal  services  of  the  Council  - water  supply,  sanitation  etc., 
continued  to  function  normally  during  the  year.  This  included  the  work  by 
contract  of  providing  a complete  Sewerage  system  and  treatment  plant,  far 
Mareham-le  -Pen. 

The  effect  of  the  grant  system  of  getting  older  houses  brought  up 
to  date  is  beginning  to  be  felt  - 2^o  of  all  (dwellings  got  a grant  this 
year  and  although  this  percentage  will  need  to  be  increased  a lot,  it  is  a 
simulative  asset,  and  it  may  well  be  a valuable  contribution  to  the  overall 
housing  problem. 

In  conclusion,  I must  thank  all  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
Officers  for  their  ready  help  and  friendship.

1961  was  a measles  year  end  although  some  progress  is  reported 
in  the  production  of  a vaccine  against  the  disease  it  is  not  yet  ready  for  use. 
Meanwhile  epidemics  continue  in  alternate  years. 


Dysentery  seems  now  to  have  become  endemic  but  this  together 
with  food  poisoning  is  usually  a clinical  diagnosis  often  not  supported 
by  laboratory  rerjorts.  It  would  be  most  helpful  if  general  practitioners 
were  able  to  obtain  specimens  of  faeces  or  vomit  in  such  cases  so  that  more 
detailed  information  of  source  of  spread  might  be  obtained. 


There  is  little  unusual  in  deaths  from  pneumonia  exceeding 
the  notifications,  for  it  is  frequently  a terminal  event  in  an  already  ill 
patient,  and  not  a disease  requiring  the  control  normally  exercised  over 
the  classical  infectious  diseases.  Consequently  notification  is  lax  and  of 
little  value. 


Routine  immunization  has  been  pressed  aJiead  as  is  shown  on  the 
table.  A separate  table,  by  courtesy  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
summarizes  the  whole  anti-polio  campaign  conducted  with  sallc -type  vaccine  up 
to  the  end  of  1961.  This  suggests  that  something  like  two  thirds  of  the 
population  born  since  1943  has  had  at  least  two  injections,  and  might  be 
explained  if  it  were  assumed  that,  in  feet,  much  of  the  work  of  immunizing 
was  done  in  schools,  or  at  least,  upon  children  of  school  age. 
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Tills  is  pure  conjecture,  based  upon  the  assumption  that  schools  ore 
more  widely  dispersed  than  welfare  clinics  or  doctors  surgeries. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  numbers  of  children  vaccinated 
against  poliomyelitis  is  higher  than  against  any  other  disease  by  about  3Q^. 
This  would  seem  to  be  the  mass  propaganda  for  polio  vaccination,  since  the 
publicity  given  to  other  inoculations  was  trivial  by  comparison.

We  welcome  Dr*  Harper-Smith  to  the  district  in  succession  to  Dr*  J.C.  Gray 
of  Tetford,  whose  sudden  death  we  regret  to  record. 

County  Health  Services 

During  1961,  there  was  little  significant  change  in  the  services 
available  through  the  County  Health  Department, 

Home  confinements  account  for  about  one  third  of  the  total,  both 
locally  and  in  the  rest  of  the  County. 

District  nursing  is  very  largely  geriatric  c are,  since  present  treatment 
methods  leave  very  little  after  care  necessary  to  the  majority  of  younger 
people  discharged  from  hospital. 

School  medical  inspections  at  present  occupy  some  three  quarters  of 
your  M.O.H.  1 s time,  and  anything  up  to  two  hours  a day  may  be  spent  in 
travelling.  Consideration  is  being  given  to  how  more  useful  work  can  be 
done  in  the  time  available.  The  solution  adopted  by  many  Councils  has  been 
the  all-purpose  M.O.,  and  this  may  well  be  the  pattern  ultimately  adopted 
here.  There  is,  however,  a degree  of  special  skill  involved  in  each  of 
the  aspects  of  infant  welfare,  school  health,  and  mental  health  duties, 
v/hich  each  officer  according  to  his  or  her  own  inclination,  has  adopted 
and  developed. 

It  may  not  therefore  be  wholly  in  the  public  interest  to  employ 
officers  on  work  for  which  they  have  little  inclination  any  more  than  it  was 
wise  some  years  ago  to  transfer  the  intermediate  medical  examina.tion  to  the 
secondary  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  scarce ly  to  be  assumed  that  the 
other  County  Authorities,  advised  by  their  County  Medical  Officers  are  all 
wrong  in  the  mass,  and  one  wonders  ’whether  opposition  to  change  is  basically 
a bit  of  innate  conservatism,  rationalized  to  make  it  appear  more  formidable. 

The  great  difficulty  of  administering  all  services  in  a very  rural  area 
is  distance  and  in  planning  for  the  future,  it  is  necessary  to  accept  the 
continuing  tendency  to  urbanization  and  a diminishing  return  for  even 
existing  services.

Housing  : 

No  active  "building  programme  was  undertaken,  but  109  houses  were 
provided  with  modern  amenities  with  the  add  of  .grants,  but  a.t  an  overall 
cost  very  much  less  than  building  new  houses.  Only  36  new  houses  ’were 
completed  privately  with  42  married  quarters  by  the  Royal  Air  Force .

All  parishes  are  supplies  from  the  main  reservoir  at  Stenigot  with 
the  exception  of  Cawkwell.  containing  only  9 dwellings.  In  4 other  parishes 
Asterby  "(39)  Pulletby  (35)  Hameringham  (29)  Salmonby  (22)  (number*  of  houses 
shown  in  brackets)  less  than  half  the  properties  are  connected.  These  are 
all  declining  hamlets  without  schools  and  I do  not  consider  that  they  will 
long  ontinue  to  exist.  In  the  more  flourishing  parts  of  the  district  up 
to  99?o  of  properties  are  supplied.  The  number  of  houses  supplied  only  by 
a standpipe  is  not  accurately  known,  but  since  the  majority  of  parishes 
have  had  mains  water  only  during  the  last  decade,  it  is  reasonable  to 
assume  that  few  standpipes  were  erected  and  that  these  would  be  for  cotta.ges 
whose  expectation  of  useful  life  was  minimal.  The  water  is  supplied  in 
bulk  from  Louth  R.D.C.’s  boreholes  at  Radthby  and  sampling  is  conducted  at 
the  headworks. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Dosposal  : 

It  is  expected  that  the  Mare  ham -le  -Fen  Scheme  will  be  operational 
before  the  end  of  1962,  despite  the  difficult  working  conditions. 

The  most  urgent  remaining  scheme  is  that  for  Tetford  where  trade 
effluent  ought  to  be  fully  trea.tcd  before  disciiarge.  This  would  raise  to 
seven  the  number  of  plants  to  be  maintained  by  the  Council,  serving  about 
4,500  persons  (1951  census)  or  about  a third  of  the  total  population  of  the 
Rural  District. 


Refuse  (Collection  and  Disposal  : 

This  has  not  occasioned  any  great  problem  during  the  year,  although 
housing  the  new  end  loading  vehicle  has  hot  been  possible. 

Rood  Hygiene  : 

Much  care  is  expended  upon  slaughterhouse  supervision  and  substantial 
improvements  have  been  carried  out.  The  standard  of  preparation  of  meat  and 
products  is  generally  satisfactory.  The  weakest  link  is  undoubtedly  the 
delivery  van  used  as  a substitute  for  a,  full  scale  travelling  shop.  Here 
meat  is  cut  up  at  the  back  of  an  ordinary  van,  there  is  always  exposure  to 
dust  which  c Quid  contain  disease  producing  organisms. 

There  is  also  the  problem  of  personal  hygiene  for  the  driver  - salesman 
who  may  be  away  from  home  all  day.  The  small  containers  of  hot  water  installed 
in  some  vans  are  of  very  limited  use.  It  it  were  shown  that  any  ill  health 
resulted  from  current  practice,  it  would  be  dealt  with  under  existing  pavers. 
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Although  all  foodstuffs  core  considered  in  this  section,  it  is  rare 
to  get  evidence  of  actual  or  potential  infection*  Surveys  of  rates  of 
infection  in  slaughterhouses,  poultry  packing  establishments  etc*  have  been 
reported  in  other  areas  and  codes  of  practice  evolved  for  the  reduction  of 
risk. 

Common  Lodging  houses  : 

This  item  is  included  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

It  is  hardly  relevant  to  this  district.  There  has  not  been  a common 
lodging  house  in  or  near  the  district  for  some  years.
